INDUSTRY IN WAR ANI}PEACE 

rj^HERE is a tendency to optimism in the thought that 
, full employment realized' through war can be con¬ 
verted quRe easily to full employment in peacetime 
through jreak manufacture of peacetime goods. This 
overlooks the fact that implements of war are expended 
almost immediately 1 , and constant destruction means 
constant replacement. If the world was forever dedi¬ 
cated to mammoth destruction, the factory wheels 
would revolve at ever increasing speed till men and re¬ 
sources were exhausted. 

But the peace time economy (s one of conservation. 
Articles made are hot intended for destruction, else 
there woufd be jio market for them. They are going to 
last the buyer for years and that is the basis of sales¬ 
manship. .The stoves, the refrigeration units, the fur¬ 
niture, the farm equipment are not going to be blasted 
out of existence in ten minutes or ten days. There will 
be a tremendous call for such facilities after the war, 
and this will give great initial impetus, but in measur¬ 
able time the demand will ease off to normal unless 
great new markets are found. 

The same is true of replacement of buildings and ser¬ 
vices in bombed countries. Initial demands will be.of 
vast proportions, but eventually these needs too will

are developed much better and more 
quickly through special training at 
:tgriculturaVookvg«is »Ad schools. If 
any reader doubts this statement, 
let him consult a graduate of the 
School of Agriculture, Olds, Alberta, 
or one 6f the farm school? con¬ 
nected frith the Universities of Sask¬ 
atchewan or Manitoba. v 

It is significant tha$ discussions 
of post-war agriculture, by govern¬ 
ment bodies, almost without excep¬ 
tion^ nmphasize the necessity of 
increasing the facilities for training 
prospective farmers. Many farm 
organizations have expressed sim¬ 
ilar views. 

The young.man who decides to 
devote nis life to scientific research, 
teaching or extension must take a 
university degree. This usually 
involves' Grade XI or Grade XII 
entrance requirement and four uni¬ 
versity terms extending from the 
end of September to the latter part 
of April. 'For various reasons, many 
farm boys will never consider enroll¬ 
ing in the degree course and, con¬ 
sequently, shorter, more practical 
courses are open to any farm boy 
1(5 years or over in each of the 
Prairie Provinces. These shorter 
courses extend over two forms of 
about five months each.
